1 996 kindergarteners), but 
lost 11,701 students (not in¬ 
eluding 1,940 graduating sen¬ 
iors) during the same period 
of time. 

To be sure, this mobility 
is faced by most urban dis¬ 
tricts. However, the large 
n'jmber of “exists” from our 
school district is far greater 
than it should bt- and repre¬ 
sents a serious problem. At 
the present time, the Pasa¬ 
dena Unified .Srhool District 
places at the 78th percentile 
in student mobility state¬ 
wide; that is, nearly 80 per 
cent of the 1,100 di.stricts in 
I he State of California have 
less student mobility than 
we do. 

Obviously, forced busing 
adds materially to our inor¬ 
dinately high mobility rate. 
Unless we can gain relief 
from this counter-pioduetive 
court mandate, there is no 
hope to curtail this drainage 
of our student body or to 
maintain a cerditable racial 
balance in the district by 
stopping “white flight.” To 
refuse to face this reality is 
tantamount to sticking one's 
I’lrover'oial “head” into the 
proverbial “sand.” 


Of significant importance to the Pa.sadena Unified 
School Di.strict .and the comm-unity is the fact that the 
declining enrollment, exacerbated by "white flight,” which 
averaged well over a thou¬ 
sand students a year since 
the beginning of forced bus¬ 
ing in 1970, was stemmed in 
1974 with an amazing 64() 
not increase in student er- 
rollment. 

Enrollment figures from 
October 1974 to Cictober 1975 
also showed a .net increase 
- this time 78 st.udents, for 
.1 total of 718 students in a 
two year rreriod. 

The large number of cn 
tering students at every 
grade level also indicates 
that impressive numbers of 
famiiics with children are 
once again moving into our 
community. This is further 
attested to by tire dramatic 
upturn in prcirerty values of 
the past two years. 

This abrupt turnabout from 
declining to increasing en¬ 
rollment also indicates a 
growing and significant im- 
pi'o\'ement in the respect and 
confidenr-e of thi* community 
in our schools over the past 
two years. 

Of this increase i/i enroP- 
mc'nt, of great i.npcrtancc is 
the' f-act that hundreds of stu¬ 
dents are now returning to 
the District fromi piivate 
and parochial schools. Dui 
ing the 197.3-74 school year, 
t,early a thousand (989) of 
these students enrolled in 
our oublic schools. They 
compriser over .30 per cent of 
the total numlx'f of new stu¬ 
dents. The ethnic breakdown

This is a remaikable statis¬ 
tic probably unenuallecl an.v- 
'vhere else in the count in 
and further attracts to the 
growing respecu in our com- 
munitv for th P.tsadena Uni¬ 
fied Schexd District. 

■Significantly, the over¬ 
whelming majority of thc.s,- 
students returning from pr'- 
\atf' and paroc’hial school;; 
or 1,010 are Anglo. The im 
portance of this impact o:; 
the racial balance of the Dis 
liict needs no elaboration. 

When the numbt r of on- 
terin.g students from private 
;uid paroc-hia! schools i.s 
evaluated grade by grade, 
the magnet effect of our spe¬ 
cial schools becomes clearly 
evident. Those wIiq are seek¬ 
ing to eliminate our spcx'ial 
s'-hools certainly do not have 
the interests of the school 
district as their motivtition. 

On the other hand, many 
of the above students are 
voluntarily localin.r in our 
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regular schools, another in 
dication of the greatly im¬ 
proved image ot our school 
system over what it was two 
years ago. 

The Board of Education 
'vishes to extend to the ad¬ 
ministration and the staff of 
our schools our hc'artfclt 
gratitude for ineir efforts in 
helpin.g make these remark¬ 
able statit;tic.s possible. 

However, our attendance 
and enrollment records also 
demonstrate certain very 
real problems amici our suc¬ 
cesses. Although the district 
was able to attract 3,234 new 
sluclents (not counting tlic 
1,859 entering kindergarien- 
C'l's) between October 1973 
and October 1974, during the 
same period of time, 2,698 
rtudt'nts (not including the 
1 755 graduating seni o r s) 
withdrew from (he district. 

Between October 1971 and 
Octohe-r 1975. the district on 
rolled 2,723 (iiot including

Mr. Paul Liebir, appearing 
before the City Council on 
November 11, jleaded that 
he wished additional time 
for restoration cf his build¬ 
ing at 791 Woodland Di’lve, 
claiming that ht> was finan¬ 
cially short at the time but 
would be able to start re¬ 
storation within 60 days. 

At the regrjJar Council 
meting of Tuesday, January 
27, Mr. Lieber requested an 
additional six months to 
start the restoration. 

At the time of hearing in 
November the City Council 
passed Resolution 75-54 find¬ 
ing that a public nuisance 
did exist and determined 
that the abatement process 
be commenced by the prop¬ 
erty owner within 60 days. 
This time was given Mr. Lic- 
bed to provide for him to 
begin construction and pro- 
vire evidence of a continu¬ 
ous program of restoration. 

Staff reported on field in¬ 
spection that little, if any, 
construction progress had 
been made. 

In view of these facts, the 
City Council ordered the 
staff to initiate abatement 
proceedings in accordance 
with the Resolution. The 
City Engineer will c o m - 
mence the abatement at his 
earliest possible convenience.

Retirement Costs 

Court cases may force some major costs upon tax¬ 
payers for i-etipcment programs. 

In Oicgon a federal district court Judge has ruled 
Orc-gon may ,not pay women lower pensions than men 
l)ec,n.u.se actuarial tables indicate they will live longer 
than men. I.n effect, thi.s will raise the contributions which 
mM.st !x> made up from public funds. 

In Los Angele.s, the California Nur.ses A.ss:)ciat ion has 
filett .suit again.st the county, charging the county lequiies 
women to make a larger contribution to the retirement 
•system than man make. 

The suit charges a woman earning $1,000 a. month 
would pay $3,276 more into the retirement .system than 
her male C0’unteip3,rt by the time they reac-hed age 65. 

Both .suit.s are attacking the i)roblem from different 
an.gh s.

S<‘ far this sc1kk)1 year, the monthly lo.ss has aveiagoti 
.$472..5‘)4. 

The.'-e st.a.rtling statistics show tliere is immediate 
iruHsI to take now action to stop this destruction in our 
.sch(H)ls and loss of taxpayers’ money,” Hahn said. 

There numlxT of vandalism incidents is averaging 
100 a day. Halm added. 

"Over Ui<‘ last few years, I have .suggesti'd able- 
bodi<*d men on welfare Ik* given the a.s.signmont of jratiol- 
ling tbe schools at night,” he said. 

"This was tried on an ('xperimental basis in Ingle- 
wcKul and was .a. success. Howewr, other sch.ool riistricls 
letu.serl to take part in the program. 

The idea was for tlie .able btxiied pi rsrins, who can't 
find job.s bat are able to woik, to carry a flashlight ."nd 
a whistle and to simply be cn the school grcun.ci.r at 
night. 

“If t^.c'i (li.scover a |)roblem, they call the police,” 
Hah,n said. 

‘They weuldti’l he armi'd and they w'o'.ddn’t Ix’ {rolice- 
mcin, but their veiy pri'seiice would discourage vandalism."

INVESTMENTS IN GROWTH STOCKS 


by Thomas O'Hara 

Q. — 1 get confused as to 
what “long term’’ means in 
(he stock market. To me a 
year seems like a long term, 
yet I notice in your invest¬ 
ment club literature you talk 
in terms of five years. How 
long is long term? 

A. — In the stock market 
(here are all kinds of cycles 
which run from as little a.s 
a few days to as long as 25 
or 30 years. Tlie individu.-’l 
who is a trader trios to 
'nake money by buying and 
selling mostly or. the shorter 
cycles. Others find following 
liie longer cycles is a much 
more dependable way to 
judge results. The Treasury 


Department makes a dif¬ 
ference for tax pu) poses be¬ 
tween long and short term 
at six months. That really 
has nothing to do with the 
cycles at work in the stock 
markets. 

In investment clubs wo 
talk a lot about five-year 
periods because we think it 
is important to look at the 
progress wo make from one 
business peak to the next. 
While such peaks may not be 
('xactly five years apart, 
they are likely to be several 
years apart and the five 
years is just a way of re¬ 
minding us that there is a 
long time between periods.

sliovvn by the way the avoi- 
age price - earnings ratio 
that stocks sell at has 
changed. On a group of 
about 3,000 stocks that one 
organization follows, the 
average times earnings at 
which those stocks sold at 
the end of 1974 was 5.1. A 
few years ago that average 
was as high as 17.3. To get 
averages as low as those at 
which stocks sold at in 1974, 
you have to go back to the 
late 1940’s, or roughly 25-27 
yeans. 

M.any security analysts 
feel that price - earnings 
ratios hit a long-term bot¬ 
tom in 1974 and that we are 
the end of 1975 that average 
which was 5.1 in 1974 had 
increased to 6.8. 

A sizeable change in aver¬ 
age price - earnings ratio.s 
has always in the past taken 
years to develop. When it 
does take place it causes 
wonderful things to happen 
to stock prices. For instance 
at the 1974 ratio of 5.1. SI 
worth of earnings sold fot 
S5.10 while at the 17.3 ratio 
it would sell for S17.30. 

If 1974 was the bottom of 
a long-term cycle for stock 
price - earnings ratios and if 
've ar.e now going to see a 
long-term increase in those 
ratios the effect on sto<ik 
prices could bo tremendous. 
'I'hat, hwevor, involves one 
of the stock market cycles 
that is more liKely to be 
measured in tens of years 
rather than Jn months. 

Q. — Marion Laboratories 
is a stock I own and which 
seemed to be the favorite of 
many investment writers for 
some period of time. Since 
its earnings came down in 
the pa.st year I hear veiw 
little about it. Would you 
comment on it please? 

A. — It Is natural for a 
company that has grown 
rapidly for a long period of 
time to occasionally run into 
a problem that breaks its 
reeord of growth. The recent
